Hundreds of Them Clogged in ft Wa- 


ter Wheel at YoaBK"tow», Oblo.

Many a curious prank is credited to 


tbe e«l, but one of the oddest of which 
he has truly been guilty is just reported 
from Youcg-stown, 0., ^here he had 
actually succeeded in forcing a flour 
mill to cease operation. 


Tbe mill is known as ths Baldwin 


mil!, and is situated on the bank of the 
Mahonh.jr river. Its power is furnished 
by five "\\ ater wheels, with, an engine to 
bs uses1 in times of low water and when 


e is backwater to contend against, 


it is tlie custom of the miller, Homer 
Baldwin, to start up Jlondny morning- 
and run 
steadily 
until 
Saturday 


night withewt a stop. 
One Monday 


morning- not long- ag-o, tie mil! started 
as usual with three water w heels ia op- 
eration, the number ordinarily suffi- 
cient to furnish all the power required. 


Presently, however, the miller found 


that Btrang-eiy enough the power was 
acking-, and he> put 
on the 
fourth 


wheel. The following morning the 
[jower had grown even less than with 
iree wheels running, and the fifth 
wheel was put into operation. Still the 
power was insufficient and at last the 
engine was started up in order to ob- 
tain the necessary degree of power. 


It was suspected that something-must 


be wrong with the wheels, but owing 
to the high, water it wa1! impossible to 
make an examination before the fl- 
owing Sunday—ifuen to Mr. Baldwin's 
surprise—he. found that the 
water- 


wheels were clog-ged up with dozens of 
>el*. varying from three to four feet 
u le&g-tb, weighing in the mass sever- 
al ;turjdTec pounds. 


Allw the eels had been cleared away 
he mill «m» run at full power with but 
hree wheriu in operation. This is 
he second time in tic memory of the 
.raditional oldest inhabitant that eels 
lave been evidenced in the Mahonmg- 
iver. Some eight years ago, it is said, 
Game Warden Samuel Lever placed a 
number of young silver eels iu the 
river. At first it was supposed -thai the 
miU eels must be those little one^ 
grown up, but examinatiosi disclosed 
he fact that the big fellows thai 
topped the mill wheels were not <,!!- 
er eels at all—and there lies the mys- 
ery. 
The eel is one of the queerest of the 


inny tribe. For a. long time nobody 
ould gTiess how he happened to come 
nto existence in the strange, place* 
where he is apt to be found. He is a 
most mysterious fellow, and the rnys- 
ery about him is by no means cleared 
way, though th* fish e.-q>erts have 
tudied him in many ways. 
A carious fact, andonevrtucli makes 
he Mahoning- incident harder to ex- 
>Iain, ia that eels do not spawn in fresh 
water, but in brakish and salt water, 
t is known that many eels descend the 
ivers in the fall and winter and enter 
he salt water, and it is supposed that 
pawning takes place at that time. In 
ae spring and summer young eeU from, 
hree to five inches long- ascend 
ivera in. incredible numbers, overcom- 
ng obstacles, ascending- vertical walls 
r floodgates, entering tflw smallest trib- 
taries, and even making their ivay 
ver dry land to poods and lakes shut 
ff

SPANISH VOLUNTEERS.
